A trouble soon arose in the Free Press 
camp, however, through the zeal of the 
rising young journalist, which bade fair 
to end disastrously for all concerned. 
In originating his series of criminal 
sketches, Lewis at first used the real 
names of parties who were summoned 
before the magistrate, clothing them 
with ex rated fictitious raiment, 
which, while highly amusing to out- 
siders, somewhat lacked the necessary 
humorous element, for the appreciation 
of those most vitally interested in the 
matter, and the result was a vigorous 
and concerted ‘kick.’ For a time it is 
said to have required the services of 
several accomplished peuce-makers to 
satisfy the mob who daily besieged the 
offices of the newly-created humorous 
journal. After a time the novelty of 
this sort of thing is alleged to have worn 
off with those most interested, and 
Lewis—or, as he was now known, M. 
Quad’’—was requested, as his imagina- 
tion was evidently unbounded, to carry 
it far enough to cover the matter of cog- 
nomens, as well as incidents. This 
smoothed matters over, and the Hour 
at the Central Station“ became one of 
the features of the paper. 

As time rolled on, the Hour at the 
Central Station“ n to lose its fresh-

FILLING A TOOTH. 


Contrast Between the Methods of Old- 
Time Dentists and Those of To-day. 


When an old-time dentist began to 
— a tooth for filling,” said a den- 
to a Philadelphia News reporter, 
“he removing the 
decay from the cavity in the tooth with 
a hand-drill—a sort of cup-shaped 


gouge. A t deal of difficulty was 
in ing the tooth d „ as 


the least moisture in the cavity would 
prevent the ng from packing. To 
overcome this the patient’s h was 


thrown back until his face was horizon- 
tal, and a napkin was constantly em- 
ployed to wipe off the tooth. If the 
nerve was exposed it was killed with a 
red-hot wire, a ing, I can assure 
you, thatin the anti-nitrous-oxide 
days caused the patient to screech with 
great vigor. en the hole had been 
3 drilled out—two hours’ work, 
at least—the filling was putin and 
packed into place by what was known 
as ‘hand simply pressing the 
id in with a steel needle. Later on 
e hand mallet came into vogue. The 
filling was hammered into place with a 
steel prod and a metal mallet, a process 
requiring two operators—one to hold 
the mouth open and direct the prod, 
while the other gave the mallet strokes. 
particular appy, especially 
nerve had Faas 3 ly treated. 
“After the hand mallet came the auto- 
matic pl r, and with it a most in- 
nious idea, called the ‘rubber dam.’ 
atis simply a sheet of thin rubber, 
into which holes are punched by an in- 
strument so adjusted that the hole can 
be of any required size. The ‘dam’ is 
laced over the tooth, first being secured 
hind the head with clamps, and not 
a particle of spittle can interfere with 
the operation. To make this doubly 
sure a silken ligature is tied around the 
tooth, and, the patient being provided 
with a saliva ejector, the o is 
free to work without hinderance or de- 
lay. I look upon the ‘rubber dam’ as 
invaluable.

electricity that gives a multiplicity of 
strokes whose force can be regulated at 
will.

The end of the 
rod is hollow, and into it is fitted a drill 
which the operator selects from a large 
collection as best suited for the size and 
depth of the cavity. To such a state of 
E has this been brought that it 
possible to drill all around the nerve, 
then Pn a cap over it, and over the cap 
the filling. hen the tooth-structure 
shows that the nerve should be destroy- 
ed it is devitalized by a painless process. 
This, however, is not often necessary. 
After the filling process is completed the 
rong surface of the gold is made flush 
with the tooth by means ofa rapidly 
revolv ing corundum-wheel propelled 
the same electric power. An hour suf- 
fices for the entire operation. Ten or 
fifteen years agoa half-day was con- 
sumed, and often very unsatisfactorily.

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It is not unfrequently that we hear 
the remark: “What a magnificent 
winter resort Los Angeles would be if 
she only had better streets! A great 
metropolitan city ought not to be laid 
open to such criticism. The time has 
come for Los Angeles to demand the 
general improvement of her business 
thoroughfares. In the matter of im- 
proved sidewalks she has made a most 
noticeable advance within the past two 
or three years. She has now many 
miles of artificial stone walks, where 
once cobble stones and sand did duty. 
If pedestrians could cling to these im- 
proved pavements they would not have 


we much cause for complaint. But the 


subject of street-paving cannot be too 
energetically agitated. The city’s 
needs in this direction must be pro- 
vided for before the coming of anotber 
winter, and the present is none too 
soon to commence the good work. 

The future growth of Los Angeles is a 
thing assured. Its destiny as a great 
metropolitan center is fixed and certain. 
Therefore we should begin to build and 
to improve for the future. 

Of course, due deliberation should be 
exercised in the matter, and a general 
knowledge of the different materials 
used for paving in the various cities of 
the country should be sought, with a 
view to securing for our streets the 
best to be obtained. We want a pave- 
ment that has been thoroughly tested, 
and that will stand the severest trials 
of use. We do not, of course, want to 
go too far from home for the material— 
no farther than is necessary to get 
what will meet the requirements. Our 
choice determined upon, we should at 
once set about making provision for its 
adoption. 

The traffic of Los Angeles is now im- 
mense. The business interests of the 
city suffer in no slight degree when 
that is checked even for two or three 
days, as it often is when we are visited 
by heavy winter storms. No one 
who has ever passed a winter 
here need be reminded of the unen- 
durable condition of our business 
streets afteraheavyrain. They simply 
necessitate an almost entire standstill 
of local trade. Visitors are debarred 
from the pleasure of drives, or out-of- 
door pleasures that depend upon car- 
riages and horses. Yet the days suc- 


‘ceeding our winter rains are usually 


the clearest and most enjoyable of any 
of the perfect days of this climate. 
The pleasures and the charms of Los 
Angeles*@6uld then be enjoyed to the 
utmost if our streets were only in a 
condition to admit of an out-of-doors 
pursuit of them. Good streets, 
smoothly paved and dry, would do 
more to make Los Angeles attractive 
to the visitor than any other improve- 
ment that it is within our power to 
make. We must not rest with the sim- 
ple agitation of this matter, or stop with 
passing resolutions declaring the ad- 
visabilify of street-paving. Every 
good citizen should lend his help in this 
matter, and see to it that before the 
coming of another rainy season every 
business thoroughfare is substantially 
paved, so that i: shall be free from 
mud even after the heaviest rain. 

Los Angeles is enterprising. She is 
a city of unusual activity, and that she 
will not be behind to the demands of 
her best interests in this respect, we 
feel confident. But this work should 
be gone at energetically, and with a 
spirit of determination that nothing 
can thwart. We ought to search 
out unhesitatingly now for all 
that constitutes metropolitan greatness. 
The jealousy of the north cannot 
hinder our growth so long as we prop- 
erly provide for and protect our own 


between the Northern and Southern 
sections of the State there can be no 
honest rivalry between the two. Each 
section has its own peculiar character- 
istics and attractions, and each 
section should do its utmost for its 
own upholding and advancement. 
Even were the population of San Fran- 
cisco aud Los Angeles the same, their 
distinctive differences could never be 
lost sight of. There will always be a 
variation in the causes attracting 
immigration to each. There need be 
no jealousy between the two cities. 
Let San Francisco grow as she will. the 
growth of Los Angeles will never be 
hindered by her advancement if she 
takes care of her own interests. Los 
Angeles is not only a pleasant summer 
residence, but, as our visitors assert, 
with paved streets it would be the most 
delightful winter resort in the world. 
Let the good work proposed by the 
city authorities be pushed to the largest 
completion. When this is done we 
shall reap our natural reward.
